RESIDENCY PROGRAM 


Now in its third year, the Explora¬ 
torium’s Performance Residency 
Program gives performing artists 
the rare opportunity to work 
alongside physicists, engineers, 
and educators. The program is de¬ 
signed to bring people from 
diverse fields into the museum to 
experiment, give public perform¬ 
ances, and use shop facilities to 
work out technical problems. 


Residency: September 11-24. 

Performances: September 23 & 
24. Call for exact times. A Balinese 
Shadow Puppeteer, Reed will be 
investigating the use of intense 
light sources and different mater¬ 
ials to cast huge shadows for the 
Santa Fe Opera’s upcoming per¬ 
formance of Orfeo.

Z will be exploring the use of 
vocal processing as “instru¬ 
ment” as opposed to “effect.”
